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1. George Washington (17894797)— Born Westmoreland County, Virginia, 1732-Died 
1799. As first President of the United States, Revolutionary War hero George 
Washington put his permanent stamp on the presidency. 

2 . John Adams (17974801)— Born Braintree, Massachusetts, 1735— Died 1826, John 
Adams, who was the first President to live in the White House, saved the country from 
fighting a needless war with France, 

3. Thomas Jefferson (18014809)— Born Goochland County, Virginia, 1743— Died 1826. 
A man of wide learning, Thomas Jefferson bought the Louisiana Territory, which doubled 
the size of the United States* 

4. James Madison (18094817)— Born Port Conway, Virginia, 1751— Died 1836. While 
Madison was President during the War of 1812, the British set fire to the White House* 

5. James Monroe (18174 825)— Born Westmoreland County, Virginia, 1758— Died 1831. 
James Monroe's Monroe Doctrine, which warned European powers to stay out of the 
Americas, has stood the test of time. 

6. John Quincy Adams (18254829)— Born Braintree, Massachusetts, 1767- Died 1848. 
John Adams son, John Quincy Adams served his government brilliantly for over forty 
years, but accomplished little as President, 

7. Andrew Jackson (18294837)— Born The Waxhaws, South Carolina, 1767— Died 
1845. Elected by the "common man, ' Andrew Jackson greatly expanded the powers of 
the presidency. 


8, Martin Van Buren (18374841)— Born Kinder hook, New York, 1782— Died 1862. 
Martin Van Buren’s policies deepened a severe economic depression. 


9, William H, Harrison (1841)— Born Charles City County, Virginia, 1775— Died 1841 
A military hero of the western frontier, William Harrison died after only a month in 
office. 

10. John Tyler ( 1341 '■1845)— Born Charles City County, Virginia, 1790— Died 1862. 

John Tyler, who set a precedent by becoming President rather than Acting President after 
Harrison’s death, annexed Texas. 

11. James 1C. Polk ( 1845T849)— Born Mecklenburg County, North Carolina, 1795— Died 
1849. During Polk’s administration, the United States gained 525,000 square miles of 
western territory by winning the Mexican War, 

12. Zachary Taylor ( 1849T850)— Born Orange County, Virginia, 1784 — Died 1850. 
Zachary Taylor, who took a strong stand on preserving the Union, died after sixteen 
months in office. 

13. Millard Fillmore (185(M853)-Born Locke, New York, 1800-Died 1874. Millard 
Fillmore supported the Compromise of 1850, which offended both the North and the 
slave'holding South. 

14. Franklin Pierce (1853T357)— Born Hillsboro, New Hampshire, 1804— Died 1869- 
Tensions over slavery increased during Franklin Pierce's presidency, especially in 
"Bleeding Kansas,' where armed conflict broke out. 

15. James Buchanan ( 1 857' 1861 )— Born Cove Gap, Pennsylvania, 1791— Died 1868. The 
only bachelor President, James Buchanan witnessed seven Southern states secede from 
the Union. 

16. Abraham Lincoln (1861'1 865)— Born Hardin County, Kentucky, 1309— Died 1865. 
Before his assassination. Abraham Lincoln sustained the North through the Civil War, 
ended slavery, and reunited the country. 

17. Andrew Johnson (1865' 1869)— Born Raleigh, North Carolina. 1808— Died 1875, 
Andrew Johnson, who bought Alaska from Russia, was acquitted of impeachment charge 
by a single Senate vote. 

18. Ulysses S. Grant (1869'1877)— Born Point Pleasant, Ohio, 1822— Died 1885. 
Although Ulysses Grant was known to be honest personally, his administration was 
tarnished by scandal. 

19. Rutherford B. Hayes ( 1 877^1 881)— Born Delaware, Ohio, 1822— Died 1893. 
Rutherford Hayes became President after the country’s most fiercely debated election, 


20, James A. Garfield (1881)— Born Orange Township, Ohio, 1831— Died 1881. 


James Garfield, who was shot after only four months in office, died two months later. 

21 . Chester A. Arthur (18814385)— Born Fairfield, Vermont, 1830-Died 1886. Chester 
Arthur reformed the civil service system and approved the beginnings of the modern 
American Navy. 

22 . and 24, Grover Cleveland (18854889 and 18934 897) -Born Caldwell, New Jersey, 
1837— Died 1908. Grover Cleveland was the only President to serve two non-consecutive 
terms, 

23. Benjamin Harrison (18894893)— Born North Bend, Ohio, 1833-Died 1901. 
Benjamin Harrison, who was William Harrison’s grandson, allowed party leaders to tun 
the country* 

25. William McKinley (18974901)— Born Niles, Ohio, 1843— Died 1901. William 
McKinley was assassinated after the United States acquired overseas territory by winning 
the Spanish-Amcrican War, 

26. Theodore Roosevelt (19Q14909)-Born in New York, New York, 1858— Died 1919. 
Under Theodore Roosevelt the United States became a world power while new laws at 
home bettered American lives, 

27. William H, Taft ( 1 9094 913)— Born Cincinnati, Ohio, 1857— Died 1930. Taft was the 
only President who later served as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. 

28. Woodrow Wilson ( 19134921 )— Born Staunton, Virginia, 1856— Died 1924. After 
the Allied victory in World War I, VToodrow "Wilson lost his health while trying to gain 
support for the League of Nations. 

29. Warren G. Harding (19214923)— Born Blooming Grove, Ohio, 1865— Died 1923, 
Warren Harding, who appointed dishonest friends to government office, died before the 
scandal broke. 

30. Calvin Coolidge (19234 929)— Born Plymouth Notch, Vermont, 1872— Died 1933, 
Although Calvin Coolidge restored honesty to the White House, social and economic 
problems worsened. 

31- Herbert C. Hoover (19294933)— Born West Branch, Iowa, 1874— Died 1964. 

Herbert Hoover, who headed up food relief for famine-stricken Europe after both World 
Wars, was President when the country’s worst economic depression began, 

32. Franklin D. Roosevelt ( 19334945)-Born Hyde Park, New York, 1882-Died 1945. 
Elected for four terms that spanned the Great Depression and World War II, Franklin 
Roosevelt made sweeping social changes before dying in office.

Harry S. Truman (1945'1 953)— Born Lamar. Missouri, 1884— Died 1972. The atom: 
bomb. World War II victory, the Cold War, the Truman Doctrine, and the Korean War 
highlighted Harry Truman's presidency. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower (1 953^1961 )— Born Denison, Texas, 1890— Died 1969. "Ike" 
ended the Korean War and kept the peace despite intense Communist pressures. 

John F. Kennedy (1961 '1963)— Born Brookline, Massachusetts. 1917— Died 1963. 
Only forty^thtee when he was elected, John Kennedy, who founded the Peace Corps, was 
assassinated before he could prove himself. 

Lyndon B. Johnson ( 1963'1969)— Born Stonewall, Texas, 1908— Died 1973. Althougl 
Lyndon Johnson masterminded social reforms, the country was torn apart by his escalatic 
of the Vietnam War. 

Richard M. Nixon ( 1969^1 974}— Born Yorba Linda, California, 1913— Died 1994. 
Richard Nixon ended the Vietnam War and opened talks with Communist China but 
resigned over his illegal role in the Watergate break'in. 

Gerald R. Ford (1974' 1977)— Born Omaha, Nebraska, 1913— The only chief executiv 
never elected either Vice President or President, Gerald Ford pardoned Richard Nixon, 

James E, Carter, Jr. ( 1977'1981 )— Born Plains, Georgia, 1 924— Although he was 
politically inexperienced, Jimmy Carter supervised the IsraeLEgypt peace treaty. 

Ronald W. Reagan ( 1931'1989)— Born Tampico, Illinois, 1911— The oldest President 
ever elected, Ronald Reagan, who was known as the Great Communicator, launched the 
largest peacetime military buildup in American history. 

George H, V/. Bush (1989' 1 993}— Born Milton, Massachusetts, 1924— The main 
concerns of George Bush f s presidency were the Gulf War and the collapse of Soviet 
Communism. 

William J. Clinton (1993')— Born Hope, Arkansas, 1946— Bill Clinton, whose 
presidency focused on social issues, was impeached by the House of Representatives, 
but acquitted by the Senate.
